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REMARKS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed and considered the Office Action mailed on April 29, 
2003, and the references cited therewith. 

No claims are amended, claim 10 is canceled, and no claims are added; as a result, claims 
1-9 and 1 1-89 are now pending in this application. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-8, 1 1-14, 16 and 17 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 and 1 1-17 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,495,158 Bl. 

Claims 1-8, 11-14, 16 and 17 were rejected under a non-statutory double patenting 
rejection, specifically U. S. Patent No. 6,495,158. A Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.321(b)(iv) is enclosed herewith to overcome these rejections. 

SI 12 Rejection of the Claims 

Claim 10 was rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 10 has been canceled herein. 

Accordingly, allowance of the pending claims is earnestly requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9, 10, 15 and 18-78 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant believes that the terminal disclaimer filed herein obviates the necessity to 
rewrite the objected claims into independent form. Accordingly, allowance of the pending 
claims is earnestly requested.
